The clean-up continues...

Two weeks after the ice 
storm that hammered Ontario, 
the clean-up continues. 

Bradford West Gwillim¬ 
bury crews have been work¬ 
ing to make a “first sweep” of 
local roads, picking up brush 
and tree branches - but were 
slowed down by recent snow¬ 
storms, Director of Commu¬ 
nity Services Terry Foran told 
council on April 5. 

Foran estimated that it will 
take at least another five or she 
more days, “as our ability and 
our resources are available,” to 
complete the initial clean-up, 
then make a second circuit. 
He noted that the County of 
Simcoe began its curbside col¬ 
lection of brush on April 4, to 

has more stringent require¬ 
ments for the bundling of 
brash, and limits on the diam¬ 
eter of tree limbs and wood 
debris thatwillbe accepted. 

The town will be using its 
large equipment to help with 
the clean-up, but the proc¬ 
ess “will move a lot quicker 
if things are bundled,” he 
said.

In Innisfil, councillors had 
praise for the efforts of town 
staff - not only dealing with 
downed trees and branches, 
but the extended power out¬ 
age that left thousands in the 
dark, some for days. 

The outages started around 
8:30 p.m. on March 24, and 
over the next few hours, 
InnPower - the local power 
distribution company - lost 
multiple subtransmission

feeders, and saw numer¬ 
ous wires down, a situation 
that continued as freezing 
rain brought down trees and 
branches. 

The situation only worsened 
on March 25, when the Hydro 
One feeds were lost - resulting 
in “all of InnPower’s custom¬ 
ers losing power for the first 
time since the great blackout 
in 2003,” a report to Innisfil 
council noted. 

Town staff, Innpower, Inn¬ 
isfil Fire & Rescue, Inn Serv¬ 
ices and South Simcoe Police 
worked, in some cases around 

repair damage and ensure 
roads were clear and open. 

"It was just really so well 
done. Everybody knew what 
their role was," said Deputy 
Mayor Lynn Dollin. “The peo¬ 
ple of Innisfil were extremely 
patient. Everybody was help¬ 
ing everybody out” 

In Sandycove Acres adult 
lifestyle community, “over 
1,800 seniors were with¬ 
out power,” noted Council¬ 


lor Donna Orsatti. The outage 
also led to a “boil water” advi¬ 
sory, for residents on the pri¬ 
vate water system. 

As for the clean-up of brash 
and broken trees, “It's going 
to remain ongoing for several 
weeks,” said Manager of Oper¬ 
ations Jason Inwood. Resi¬ 
dents were advised to check 
their properties for dangling 
and dangerous broken tree 
limbs, and to pile brush and 
wood at the curbside, away 
from live lanes of traffic. 

The county began its curb- 
side brush pick-up on April 4, 
but has asked that brush be 
cut into "manageable lengths” 
no more than two metres long 
and tied in bundles weigh¬ 
ing no more than 20 kg. The 
county isn't collecting larger 
branches or fallen trees, but 
advises homeowners to cut 
the larger limbs into firewood, 
and leave the wood out for 
others to use. Residents can 
also “self-haul” brush to local 
waste management facilities,

Epidemic of despair 


\l\l hat will it take before 

V V governments act to 
resolve the systemic inequities that 
face First Nations people? 

A suicide “epidemic,” apparendy. 

The situation at Attawapiskat 
has galvanized action: 101 suicide 
attempts since September, out of 
a population of 2,000; 28 attempts 
in March alone; and on April 9, a 
suicide pact among up to 12 young 
people, that has left at least two 
people still in hospital. 

The Attawapiskat Chief and 
Council have declared a state of 
emergency, which brought in 
emergency mental health care 
workers from the Weeneebayko 
Health Authority, Health Canada, 
and the province - but it’s a 
bandaid. 

The problems in the remote 
community on James Bay can't 
be fixed by “emergency” response 
alone, not when so many long¬ 
standing conditions are contributing 
to a generation of despair. 

There's the isolation. The lack of 
job opportunities. The barriers to 
education, when an underfunded 
elementary school system must 
send kids hundreds if not thousands 
of kilometres away for secondary 
schooling in an alien place and 
culture, for which they may not 
be prepared. The systemic and 
underlying prejudice that has 
made First Nations kids second 
class citizens in their own country. 


Overcrowded and substandard 
housing. The long, long shadows of 
the Residential schools. Substance 
abuse. Lack of social services and 
health care. 

The new federal government 
has pledged to provide funding, 
for education, housing and 
infrastructure, family services - but 
the funding will come over the 
next five years, with largest amount 
available at the back end of the 
funding model. 

The situation in Attawapiskat 
shows that some things can’t wait. 

It may take time to come up with 
new housing models, to explore 
the best infrastructure to provide 
a sustainable supply of clean 
water on reserves and in northern 
and remote communities, to 
open the bidding process and get 
construction under way, but there 
is no reason why there can’t be 
immediate steps taken - to address 
the inequities in education, to 
engage the people in developing 
a curriculum that not only meets 
Provincial standards but embraces 
Aboriginal cultures, to create online 
links and dialogue between every 
Reserve elementary school and their 
Secondary Schools that will foster 
both familiarity, and respect. 

And to provide the needed health 
care and family services, in both 
the short and long term, to address 
emergency situations before they 
arise. Before dozens of kids see 
suicide as an option.

CRISIS RESPONSE NEEDED 

Open Letter to Carolyn Bennett, Minister 
of Indigenous and Northern Affairs: OPP 
have confirmed 9 deaths, in a fire March 29 
on the Pikangikum First Nation Reserve, 
a remote community 100 km north of Red 
Lake. Reports from the community identify 
the victims as 3 children and 6 adults, all 
members of the same familv- including an 8 
month old infant. 

During the past 11 years, I have worked 
in a northern community in Ontario, and 
witnessed the devastation of deaths by fire 
on First Nations reserves, and their effect 
on families and communities. Children and 
youth who have participated in our summer 
programs are no longer with us, their lives 


and potential lost to then: surviving families, 
communities and to Canada, taken by 
preventable fires. 

I understand that governments can’t 
demand that homes on the reserves comply 
with fire regulations, but they can make 
funds available to put smoke and carbon 
monoxide detectors in every home on 
reserves, by providing funds that can only be 
utilized for this purpose. 

There are detectors that can be purchased 
for as little as $25, and probably less, if 
purchased in bulk. They last 10 years and 
are run on batteries, after which the unit 
is replaced with another 10-year alarm. 

The federal government can quickly get 
agreement from First Nations Chiefs and 
get the job done by the end of this summer, 
this year, as no special skills are needed 
to install the units. This initiative will not 
address the loss of homes and property due 
to lack of firefighting equipment, training 
and inadequate infrastructure, but it will 
potentially address the issue of needless loss 
of life. 

Infrastructure will take time to complete, 
and it is already too late for the many that 
have died needlessly due to house fires. This 
issue is a crisis for First Nations people living 
on reserves, and requires a crisis response 
from your ministry. Minister, I urge you to 
take immediate action to prevent further 
deaths on reserves due to fire. 

Please respond, as a sign that you agree 
this issue requires a crisis response by the 
Government of Canada, First Nations, 
and aboriginal leaders. We must not stand 
by and witness more needless deaths on 
reserves, when there is something that can 
be done as an initial preventative response.

Pre-Construction Notice 

WHAT: 

The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury has awarded 
the Line 5 & Highway 400 Interchange Construction 
Project to Dufferin Construction Company. Highway 
Construction Inspection Ontario Inc. has been 
retained to provide the Contract Administration and 
Construction Inspection services on behalf of the 
Town. 

The Interchange project includes the following works 
to be completed: 

• New Pardo A4 configuration interchange with Line 5 
over Highway 400; 

• 4-lane Line 5 roadway with a new 6-lane Line 5 
bridge structure (4-travelled lanes and 2 turning/ 
ramp lanes) over Highway 400; 

• Realign Side Road 5 and Coffey Road; 

• Realign North Schomberg River (Fraser Creek), 
with improved natural channel with enhanced fish 
habitat; 

• Signalize intersections and partial illumination along 
the project limits; and 

• Watermain and forcemains installation throughout 
the length of the project.

It is the Ontario Heritage Act that 
sets out the criteria for Designation - 

ful research is needed before a prop¬ 
erty can be recommended for des¬ 
ignation, research that identifies the 
heritage significance and important 
attributes. Is it a rare, unique, repre¬ 
sentative or very early example of a 
style or type of construction or mate¬ 
rial? Does it display a high degree of 
craftsmanship, artistic merit, techni¬ 
cal or scientific achievement? Does it

These are guidelines set by the prov¬ 
ince, within which the local Heritage 
Committee is working - while ensur¬ 
ing that the criteria are geared to Brad¬ 
ford West Gwiilimbury, and its unique 
history and heritage. 

The Brazel (also spelled Brazil or 
Brazill) House, built circa 1845 at 


Bond Head, was designated by what 
was then Ttecumseth Tbwnship, under 
the Ontario Heritage Foundation, on 
November 14,1983. The Designating 
bylaw 83-65 was passed because the 
house is an excellent example of mid- 
19th Century building technology, 
reflecting the tradition and craftsman¬ 
ship typical of Upper Canada. Spe¬ 
cial features include original doors - 
including the front entrance, complete 
with lock and key; window sashes and 
shutters; architraves; fireplace man¬ 
tles; a complete staircase with balus¬ 
trade; and original hardware. 

This Georgian-inspired brick home 
was built by Patrick Brazel, an immi¬ 
grant from Kings County, Ireland. He 
acquired the 100 acres from his uncle, 
Patrick Sr., and settled at the northeast 
corner of what is now County Rd. 27 
and Line 7 in Bond Head. 


Over the years, the Brazel house has 
been used as medical offices, a farm 
house, and a nursing home. It is cur¬ 
rently the residence of David and June 
Chambers, who purchased the house 
and two acres in 1972. For the next 
30 years, the Chambers restored their 
home - which has 12 over 12 windows 
with glass from the 1850s, shutters with 
original cast iron hinges and hand- 
forged tiebacks, a Regency verandah 
and entrance with sidelights - work¬ 
ing with a Canadian restoration archi¬ 
tect to preserve this important herit¬ 
agebuilding. 

Designation publicly acknowledges 
the property’s heritage value to the 
community, and conserves an impor¬ 
tant structure, for the benefit and 
enjoyment of the present and future 
generations.

Tecumseth & West Gwill. Historical Society 

The Tecumseth & West Gwiilim¬ 
bury Historical Society’s meeting 
on March 21, just a few days past St. 
Patrick’s Day, was as Irish as it could 
get. 

Bryan McLure, a student of Irish 
history who recently spent a year at 
Trinity College in Dublin, shared his 
insights into the Irish Potato Famine 
of 1845-89. 

In the years leading up to 1845, the 
potato - especially the “lumper" vari¬ 
ety, named for its shape - was the 
staple of the Irish economy. An esti¬ 
mated 2 million acres were planted 
in potatoes, in small family plots, pro¬ 
viding a subsistence livelihood for 
Irish farmers in isolated villages. 

The Lumper potato was high yield¬ 
ing, but susceptible to blight. When 
the potato blight destroyed the crop 
three years in a row, it was a disas¬ 
ter that had devastating effects on 
the population, economy, social leg¬ 
acy, and religion. More than 1 million 
people died of hunger. One to 2 mil¬ 
lion more emigrated, to England and 
to North America. 

While England tried to help by 
shipping wheat to Ireland, the dis¬ 
tribution of food was inefficient, and 


tem, under-developed social and 
political organization, added to the 
disaster. 

tion. The "coffin ships" carrying Irish 
emigrants to Canada alone doubled 
the population of Toronto in the late 
1840s. Bitterness, political disunity, a 
devastated population, and limited 

failed Irish Uprising of 1847 - but also 
to the rise of Catholicism, a growing 
Middle Class, and a growing desire 
for Irish independence. 

The impacts of the famine, at home 
and abroad, continued for decades - 
and the repercussions still resonate 
today, as McLure raised questions of 
genocide, and the role of the British 
and Irish governments of the day.
